What  Is  The  Oxford 
Orphanage? 

It  is  a  North  Carolina  answer  to  the  call  of  needy,  homeless 
children.  Since  1 872  nearly  6,000  of  our  boys  and  girls  hove  been 
cared  for  and  trained  by  this  agency  alone.  The  Oxford  Orphan- 
age is  incorporated  under  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly  of 
North  Carolina  and  holds  valuable  properties  in  land,  buildings, 
and  equipment.  Although  it  is  ov/ned  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Masons,  it  is  interdenominational  and  only  50%  of  its  pupils  are 
of  Masonic  parentage.  The  graduates  end  former  pupils  are  in 
all  walks  of  life  and  there  is  no  record  of  a  former  pupil  having 
been  convicted  of  and  sentenced  for  a  major  crime. 

The  place  of  the  Oxford  Orphanage  and  its  future  are  well 
established  and  complete  care  and  training  in  character  and  in 
the  various  trades  is  provided.  Children  from  North  Carolina 
broken  homes  ore  provided  a  beautiful  campus  and  congenial, 
homelike  atmosphere.  This  Orphanage  is  more  than  a  philan- 
thropy; it  is  an  investment  in  the  lives  of  North  Carolina  boys 
and  girls  who  would  not  otherwise  have  a  chance.  Through  the 
Oxford  Orphanage,  there  is  on  opportunity  for  substantial  North 
Carolina  citizens  to  help  others  who  through  no  fault  of  their 
own  are  bereft.

Our  limited  income  is  provided  by  the  following  sources:  an 
appropriation  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Masons;  a  grant  in  aid 
by  the  State  of  North  Carolina;  income  from  our  own  productive 
enterprises;  special  gifts  at  Thanksgiving  time;  income  from  en- 
dowments and  the  gifts  and  legacies  of  friends.  This  is  not  on 
appeal,  as  such,  but  presents  on  opportunity  for  you  to  select  your 
recipient  of  your  own  generosity  and  to  have  a  part  in  this  un- 
selfish work.

GIFTS,  BEQUESTS  And  YOUR  TAXES 

Gifts  and  bequests  for  educational  and  charitable  purposes 
ore  accorded  special  recognition  under  Federal  and  State  tax 
laws.  The  laws  vary  with  each  State,  but  Federal  lows  apply 
alike  to  all  citizens.  Certain  types  of  gifts  are  exempt  from  the 
gift  tax.  Deductions  from  income  up  to  15%  are  allowable  as 
bequests  for  such  purposes  as  the  Oxford  Orphanage.  Corpora- 
tions are  allowed  deductions  from  their  income  on  account  of 
gifts  to  these  some  purposes. 

Representatives  of  life  insurance  companies  con  advise  as  to 
plans  whereby  gifts  and  bequests  through  life  insurance  can  be 
arranged  with  certain  tax  exemptions. 

Your  tax  advisor  or  attorney  con  advise  you  as  to  further  de- 
tails in  these  matters  and  the  Oxford  Orphanage  would  be  glad 
to  confer  with  you  also  on  request. 

Perpetual  memorials  can  be  provided  through  these  special 
gift  and  bequests  and  you  as  an  individual  can  select  person- 
ally through  these  methods  the  recipient  of  your  own  unselfish 
generosity.

FORMS  OF  GIFTS  AND  BEQUESTS 

1 .  A  direct  gift  during  one's  life-time  for  some  special  or  gene- 
rol  use. 

2.  The  establishment  of  a  trust  fund  during  your  life  or  by  will 
to  be  managed  by  a  trustee  of  your  own  selection  and  the  income 
used  as  you  direct. 

3.  A  provision  in  your  will  devising  real  estate,  providing  that 
the  income  only  to  be  used  and  providing  further  that  this  may 
be  changed  to  a  more  productive  investment  later  with  the  same 
provision  as  to  the  use  of  the  income. 

4.  A  provision  in  your  will  bequeathing  money,  stocks  or  bonds, 
the  income  only  to  be  used  for  some  special  or  general  purpose. 

5.  A  life  insurance  policy  with  the  benefits  payable  to  or  for 
the  Oxford  Orphanage,  to  be  devoted  to  the  purposes  specified 
by  the  assured. 

6.  A  residuary  legacy  or  devise  to  take  effect  after  the  death 
of  loved  ones  for  whom  provision  has  been  made. 

If  interested,  consult  your  attorney  os  to  the  proper  procedure 
in  any  of  these  plans  or  any  other  plan  that  you  have  in  mind. 
Any  plan  can  be  set  up  as  a  memorial.
